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Weather’s 
‘blind spot’ 

Environment Canada report explains 
2008 'Cobequid Pass Snowfall Event' 


They predicted rain. It 
snowed. 

They called for tempera¬ 
tures above freezing. It was 
below freezing. 

They forecast barely five 
millimetres of precipitation. 
It was almost five times 
more. 

Environment Canada’s 
botched forecast in Nova 
Scotia in the fall of2008 left 
1,500 motorists stranded on 
the Trans-Canada Highway 
for nearly 24 hours. 

And a draft report on the 
“Cobequid Pass Snowfall 
Event,” dated last month, 
blames bad software and a 
“blind spot” in Canada’s 
network of weather sta¬ 
tions. 

Forecasters were reduced 
to huddling around webcast 
images from a traffic cam¬ 
era operated by the 
province of Nova Scotia to 
find out what was going on. 

“Sporadically available 
Webcam images ... were the 
only source of direct infor¬ 
mation available to the 
weather office as to what 
was happening over the 
Cobequid Pass,” says the in¬ 
ternal report. 

A copy of the document, 
dated Feb. 1, was obtained 
by The Canadian Press un¬ 
der the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act. 

The analysis, by meteorol¬ 
ogist Darin Borgel of the At¬ 
lantic Storm Prediction Cen¬ 
tre in Dartmouth, notes the 
storm on the afternoon of 
Nov. 19, 2008, “was not a 
particularly remarkable me¬ 
teorological event.” 

Even so, forecasters had

• The report also recom¬ 
mends establishing a 
weather station along the 
Cobequid Pass; more study 
of the unique weather pat¬ 
terns of the area; and more 
systematic use of existing 
webcam information. A 
spokeswoman for Environ¬ 
ment Canada said the rec¬ 
ommendations are only 
preliminary and must still 
be reviewed by senior staff. 


inadequate tools for predict¬ 
ing or monitoring the late- 
fall storm. 

“Meteorologists were left 
to issue updated bulletins 
and warnings based mainly 
on second-hand informa¬ 
tion trickling into the office 
as the event was unfolding,” 
says the report. 

“This resulted in little or 
no lead time of the heavy 
snow event to the travelling 
public.” 

Environment Canada has 
no weather stations along 
the four-lane Cobequid Pass 
highway between Truro and 
Amherst, which opened in 
1997. 

Federal forecasters issued 
no storm warnings that day, 
and motorists were caught 
unaware. Trucks jack¬ 
knifed, cars skidded into 
ditches, and all lanes be¬ 
came blocked. 

About 1,500 vehicles were 
stranded overnight in freez¬ 
ing temperatures without 
food or water. No one was 
injured, the Canadian press

Shortfall debate 
set to resume 

budget Debate on how 
best to handle HRM’s pro¬ 
jected $30-million 
shortfall is set to resume 
tomorrow. Halifax region¬ 
al council was informed of 
the budget gap in a report 
from director of finance 
Cathie O’Toole, delivered 
two weeks ago.

Green deal a risky venture: Critics 

Province could pay dearly should subsidized wind turbine plant collapse 


The Nova Scotia 
government is sinking $60 
million into a joint 
venture to produce wind 
turbine components in a 
move critics say exposes a 
province with a long histo¬ 
ry of failed business subsi¬ 
dies to another risk. 

NDP Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter announced the revital¬ 
ization of the Trenton- 
Worlcs plant Friday, saying 
the partnership with manu¬ 
facturing heavyweight Dae¬ 
woo Shipbuilding and Ma¬ 
rine Engineering Ltd. will 


create hundreds of jobs in 
the “green economy.” 

Part of the $ 90-million 
deal gives the government a 
49 per cent equity stake in 
the venture, which will pro¬ 
duce turbine towers and 
blades in an area hit hard by 
the closure of the former 
railcar plant three years 
ago. The province is spend¬ 
ing $19.6 million to get its 
share of the company, 
while Daewoo gets 51 per 
cent for $20.4 million. 

But one critic said the 
scheme could open up the

province to steep costs and 
small dividends if the ven¬ 
ture doesn’t turn a profit 
and collapses like many 
have in the past. 

“My summary reaction to 
this is: If at first you don’t 


succeed, subsidize and sub¬ 
sidize again,” said Charles 
Cirtwill of the Atlantic Insti¬ 
tute for Market Studies. 

“Maybe this one will 
work out, but the odds are 
strongly against them.” 

He fears the project will 
share the same fate as the 
Sydney Steel Corp., a heavi¬ 
ly subsidized operation in 
Cape Breton that folded in 
2001 after the province 
tried for years to sell it. 

The province in 2002 also 
had to sell off its interests in 
Nova Scotia Resources Ltd., 


a Crown corporation that 
partnered with a British 
company that hoped to 
profit from the offshore on¬ 
ly to find the field off the 
coast under-performed. 

The federal government 
is chipping in $10 million in 
the Daewoo deal through 
the Atlantic Canada Oppor¬ 
tunities Agency. 

Dexter said the project 
should create 120 jobs in 
the first year and up to 500 
in the next three years after 
the plant is running by Sep¬ 
tember. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Challenges still there, say women politicians 

Local MP, MLA agree sexism, subtle or not, exists in government corridors day-to-day

While more and more 
women are entering 
politics, they still face 
significant challenges, 
according to two 
high-profile Nova Scotian 
politicians. 

Halifax MP Megan Leslie 
was elected just more than 
a year and a half ago. The 
36-year-old says she still 
experiences sexism, albeit 
in subtle forms, on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill in Ottawa. 

“I can’t tell you how of¬ 
ten people within the par¬ 
liamentary precinct or in 
that work environment 
will say, ‘Oh, so who do 
you work for?’ as, of 
course, I must be a secre¬ 
tary,” Leslie said yesterday 


over coffee in Halifax. 
“When I got there, no one 
patted me on the ass or 
anything. I think we’re be¬ 
yond that... but I am treat¬ 
ed differently.” 

As a female politician 
younger than 40, Leslie 
is very much in the mi¬ 
nority among MPs on 
the Hill. But she 
thinks while women 
are still underrepresented 
in the House of Commons, 
numbers aren’t the only 
consideration. As Green 
party Leader Elizabeth May 
put it to her, she’d rather 
have 308 male femi¬ 
nists than 308 fe¬ 
male 

Thatcherites. 

“It’s not 
just about 
women for 
the sake of 
women, or 
symbolism 
for the sake 
of symbol¬ 
ism,” Leslie 


said. “But there is some¬ 
thing to be said about that.

the possible.’” 

Bedford-Birch Grove 
MLA Kelly Regan agrees 
women still face discrimi¬ 
nation in the public 
sphere. In fact, she spoke 
to Leslie in Ottawa after 
Leslie placed third in the 
“Sexiest Female MP” cate¬ 
gory by The Hill Times. 

“She spoke to me (about) 
just how mortifying and 
trivial it was,” said Regan, 
a Liberal MLA elected to 
the Nova Scotia legislature 
last June. “Occasionally, 
some people will make ref¬ 
erence to (the) looks or 
whatever of a woman, 
which I don’t think 
they’d be talking 
about a guy that 
way. That’s annoy¬ 
ing.” 

Regan doesn’t 
believe female 
politicians are so 
different from 
, their male col¬ 
leagues.

women,” she said. “I’d 
rather have a conversation 
with somebody than go af¬ 


ter them in the house. 
Nonetheless, that is the 
system we have and I’m 
prepared to do that when 
necessary.” 

For Leslie, it’s not so 
much a matter of address¬ 
ing specific issues or poli¬ 
cies that affect women, but 
understanding that all is¬ 
sues and policies affect 
women. 

“I would say the most 
important issue is to look 
at all issues through a gen¬ 
der lens,” she said. “How 
are women excluded from 
this policy, how can 
women be included by this 
policy, how can we look at 
the world critically 
through a gender lens? 

“That requires a shift in 
how we do things.” 


Women in government 


• Halifax regional council 
boasts a higher percentage 
of female representatives 
than the provincial and fed¬ 
eral governments — nine 
out of 24, or 37 per cent. A 
record number of women, 
12, took office in the 2009 


Nova Scotia election, but 
still only make up 23 per 
cent of the 52-seat legisla¬ 
ture.

First female PM speaks

To mark International 
Women’s Day, Canada’s 
first female prime 
minister, Kim Campbell, 
speaks on her experiences 
as a woman in the world 
of politics: 

I grew up with the idea 
that both men and women 
can serve their country. 
Both my parents served in 
World War II; my mother 
was in the Canadian signal 
corps that tracked German 
submarines. I wanted to be¬ 
come the first female Sec¬ 
retary-General of the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. 

In high school I was 
elected the first female 
president of the student 
council, which made me 
realize that I could be in¬ 
volved in politics in other 
ways. Local government is 
a great way of cutting your 
teeth: you know your con¬ 
stituents and your deci¬ 
sions have an immediate 
impact. People yell at you, 
but you don’t need thick 
skin; you just need per¬ 
spective. 

After several years of lo¬ 
cal politics in B.C. I became 
Canada’s first female min¬ 
ister of justice and minister 


of defense. Maybe I have 
ADD, but the great thing 
about politics is that you 
have your head in many 
things. It’s almost like a 
university. 

When I was running for 
the leadership of my party 
(the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Party), it was high- 
stalces poker. Political re¬ 
porters are some of the 


most conservative people 
I’ve met. I had two things 
against me: I wasn’t from a 
big city, and I was a 
woman. They treated me 
like, “We didn’t make you. 
Where did you come 
from?” 

I’m the former chair of 
the Council of Women 
World Leaders, a group

rent and former presidents 
and prime ministers. We 
created CWWL to keep fe¬ 
male leaders visible. I was 
once on a panel with Bill 
Clinton. I said to everyone 
in the room: “I’ll give you 
$100 if you can name the 
34 women who are or have 
been prime ministers or 
presidents.” Clinton tried, 
but even he could only 
name 17. 

Female leaders are still 
seen as an anomaly. But 
we’re often excellent lead¬ 
ers, so I tell young women 
to go for it. Even though 
many things have changed, 
women still face chal¬ 
lenges. But there are also 
many ways in which 
women are admired. When 
I was prime minister, old 
men would often come up 
to me and say: “You’ll be 
our Maggie Thatcher.” 

There are sacrifices and 
compromises in politics, 
but they are in any job, 
whether you’re a man or a 
woman. And having a pro¬ 
fession to return to helps.

Recession not narrowing 
labour gender gap: Study 


report A new study sug¬ 
gests women could have to 
wait many years until they 
make up half of the global 
workforce. 

Hopes that the current 
crisis will reduce the gen¬ 
der gap in the workforce 
have so far proved to be 
false. At the beginning of 
the recession, three out of 
four people thrown out of 
work in the U.S. were men 
and the female share of 
the workforce reached 50 
per cent. Many heralded 
the coming of new times, 
with women squeezing 
men out of the job market. 

“The initial impact of 
the crisis hit the financial, 
manufacturing and con¬ 
struction sectors hard, the 
domain of predominantly 
male workers in developed 
economies. It was men in 
these sectors that experi¬ 
enced the first job cuts,” 
says Sara Elder of ILO’s Em¬ 
ployment Trends Unit, the 
main author of Women in 
Labour Markets 2010 re¬ 
port. 

“But the impact of the 
crisis has since expanded 
to other sectors around the 
world, including service 
sectors where women are

mainly employed and job 
losses in these sectors are 
now occurring as well.” 

Although there are 2.5 
billion women and 2.5 bil¬ 
lion men worldwide who 
are of working age, only 
1.2 billion women are em¬ 
ployed as opposed to 1.8 
billion men, and 48 per 
cent of women are eco¬ 
nomically inactive. 

But as recovery begins, 
the gender gap may even 
grow bigger. “I think the 
real effects of the crisis 
will be visible during the 
recovery. It takes longer 
for women to get jobs 
back, as men have more 
sectors to return to,” ex¬ 
plains Elder. Many women 
may be left with part-time 
work and more flexible, 
less secure jobs.

CSIS interrogated 
Taliban: Documents 


Officers of the Canadian 
Security Intelligence 
Service have played a 
crucial and long-standing 
role as interrogators of a 
vast swath of captured 
Taliban fighters, The Cana¬ 
dian Press has learned. 

The spies began working 
side-by-side with a unit of 
military police intelligence 
officers as the Afghan war 
spiralled out of control in 
2006, according to heavily 
censored witness tran¬ 
scripts filed with the Mili¬ 
tary Police Complaints 
Commission. 

The spy agency’s previ¬ 
ously unknown role in 
questioning detainees adds 
a new dimension to the 
controversy about the han¬ 
dling and possible torture 
of prisoners by Afghan se¬ 
curity forces. 

It also raises more ques¬ 
tions about the critical ear¬ 
ly years in Kandahar when 
the Canadian military 
found itself mired in a 
guerrilla war it had not ex¬ 
pected to fight. CSIS ac¬ 
knowledged in 2006 that 
its members gathered in¬ 
telligence in Afghanistan.

“There was a lot of dis¬ 
cussion in my headquar¬ 
ters about who was quali¬

transcript of the Dec. 6, 
2007, interview. 

Intelligence expert Wes¬ 


ley Wark says the revela¬ 
tions are disturbing, partly 
because CSIS would have 
had no specialized knowl¬ 
edge of how to elicit infor¬ 
mation from Afghan pris¬ 
oners. 

“I find that stunning,” 
said Wark, a historian at 
the University of Toronto. 

The spy agency is legally 
permitted to gather intelli¬ 
gence anywhere in the 
world concerning threats 
to the security of Canada, 
and has increasingly oper¬ 
ated abroad in recent 
years. In Kandahar, CSIS of¬ 
ficers conducted what’s 
known as tactical field 
questioning, essentially 
the first interrogations of 
suspects, said another 
source familiar with the 
process. They tried to sort 
out who was a bona fide in¬ 
surgent commander, or a 
simple field soldier. 

The spies would some¬ 
times make recommenda¬ 
tions on which Taliban 
prisoners to hand over to 
the National Directorate of 
Security, Afghanistan’s no¬ 
torious intelligence serv¬ 
ice, the sources said.

Perjury trial set to start for key 
witness in Air India bombing 


air india Twenty-five years 
after Air India Flight 182 
fell from the sky off the 
coast of Ireland, the legal 
saga stemming from Cana¬ 
da’s worst mass murder 
continues this week as a 
key witness in the trial of 
two men acquitted in the 
bombing is tried for per¬ 
jury.

name of one of the men in¬ 
volved. 

Reyat, an electrician 
from Duncan, B.C., was 
charged with perjury in 
February 2006, nearly a 
year after the acquittals. 
His trial has been delayed 
several times as lawyers 
prepared for the case, but 
jury selection last week set 
the stage for hearings to 
begin in a Vancouver 
courtroom today.

Hundreds killed in weekend of religious violence 


Rioters armed with 
machetes slaughtered 
more than 200 people 
over the weekend as reli¬ 
gious violence flared 
anew between Christians 
and Muslims in central 
Nigeria, witnesses said. 
Hundreds of people fled 
their homes, fearing 
reprisal attacks. 

The bodies of the dead — 
including many women 
and children — lined dusty 
streets in three mostly 
Christian villages south of 
the regional capital of Jos, 
local journalists and a civil 
rights group said. They said 
at least 200 bodies had been 
counted by yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

Torched homes smoul¬ 
dered after the 3 a.m. at¬ 
tacks that a region-wide cur-

The killings represent the 
latest religious violence in 
an area once known as 
Nigeria’s top tourist destina¬ 
tion, adding to the tally of 
thousands already killed in 
the last decade in the name 
of religious and political 
ambitions. 

In Dogo Nahawa, a village 


five kilometres south of Jos, 
residents said the dead in¬ 
cluded a four-day-old infant. 
Those who survived 
claimed their attackers 
shouted at them in Hausa 
and Fulani — two local lan¬ 
guages used by Muslims. 

A spokesman for Plateau 
state where Jos is located, 
Gregory Yenlong, said po¬ 
lice were seeking to arrest 
Saleh Bayari, the regional 
leader of the Fulanis, be¬ 
cause Bayari’s comments in¬ 
cited the attack. He offered 
no other details. 

Jos has been under a 
dusk-til-dawn curfew en¬ 
forced by the militaiy since 
religious-based violence in 
January left more than 300 
people dead — most of 
them Muslims.

Voters, polling station attacked in Iraq

Baghdad Iraqis defied in¬ 
surgents who lobbed hand 
grenades at voters and 
bombed a polling station 
yesterday in an attempt to 
intimidate those taking part 
in elections that will deter¬ 
mine whether their country 
can overcome deep sectari¬ 
an divides as U.S. forces pre¬ 
pare to leave. 

The conclusion of the 
vote, however, did not spell 
an immediate end to politi¬ 
cal uncertainty. 

It could be days until re¬ 
sults come in and with the 
fractured nature of Iraqi 
politics, it could take 
months to form a govern¬ 
ment. 

Sunnis and Shiites 
seemed united in one way 
yesterday — defiance in the 
face of violence. Many came 
out of polling booths wav¬ 
ing fingers dipped in purple 
ink in a now-iconic image 
synonymous with Iraq’s 
democracy. In one Baghdad 
neighbourhood, relatives 
who had just lost a family 
member in a bombing 
walked down to the polling 
booth to vote. 


Still the violence that 
shook Baghdad served as a 
reminder of the insur¬ 
gency’s persistence and 
adaptability. 

Insurgents used mostly 
rockets, mortars and explo¬ 
sive-filled plastic bottles 
hidden under trash to ter¬ 


rorize voters on their way to 
the polls. With those tac¬ 
tics, they managed to get 
around a vehicle ban in 
place across the capital for 
most of the day and killed 
36 people, almost all of 
them in Baghdad.

Revolving innovation starts opening doors 

U.S. company Looking to harness people power through workplace-based technologies

Ever get caught in a 
revolving door? Or swat¬ 
ted in the backside as the 
door speeds up just as 
you’re slowing down? 
These things are powerful. 

Fluxxlab — a pioneering 
partnership between Co¬ 
lumbia University master’s 
degree holders Carmen 
Trudell and Jennifer 
Broutin — is trying to har¬ 
ness that power. 

Their flagship product, 
the Revolution Door, gen¬ 
erates electricity as office 
workers pour through it 
each day. 

“Jenny and I were in a 
class called Responsive Ki¬ 
netic Architecture,” 

Trudell recalls. “People 
were trying to design new 
windows, floors and walls 
to perform at a higher lev¬ 
el of energy efficiency. 

“We decided to find an 
existing condition inside 
of a building to be used to 
produce a small amount of

electricity.” 

Generators spin. So the 
women went looking for 
anything in a typical office 
building that goes around 
in circles all day long. 
They found it — right at 
the entrance. 

“Fluxxlab’s work has 
been focused on local ener¬ 
gy harvesting — primarily 
from people,” says Trudell. 
“People move, and make 
kinetic energy. We figure 
out ways to convert that in¬ 
to power.” 

The door is still in devel¬ 
opment. 


The main prototype cur¬ 
rently generates enough 
juice to power 16 compact 
fluorescent light bulbs for 
ten hours. 

But creating electricity 
isn’t the only point for its 
existence. 

“The output from the 
Revolution Door is relative¬ 
ly small, but it’s great for 
educational purposes. It 
makes people aware that 
the food that we put in our 
mouths and the fat that’s 
stored in our bodies are all 
part of the same energy cy¬ 
cle as the sun, the grass 
and coal-burning power 
plants.” 

And while the door has¬ 
n’t yet been installed in 
any actual office buildings, 
the idea is certainly gener¬ 
ating interest. 

“Getting clients has not 


been the problem,” Trudell 
smiles. “Vornado, a huge 
real-estate developer in 
New York, is interested, 
and even Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg has contacted 
us about possibly helping 
with his plan to green City 
Hall.” 

Fluxxlab has also devel¬ 
oped the Personal Power 
Plant, a hand-cranlced gen¬ 
erator for recharging iPods 
and cell phones. 

“We’ve had people write 
to us and say they’ve at¬ 
tached their Personal Pow¬ 
er Plants to their bicycles 
to use as a dynamo. 
They’re taking our circuit 
and modifying it, which is 
really exciting. We hope 
our projects will go on and 
have lives more exciting 
than we originally envi¬ 
sioned.”

Paper goes plastic 

Bank of Canada eyes bills printed on polymer 


The Bank of Canada says it 
wants to start making 
plastic money because 
plastic bills last longer and 
are cleaner than paper 
notes. 

But while the bank 
won’t say who its supplier 
is going to be, an Aus¬ 
tralian firm that is a world 
leader in plastic notes is 
undergoing a probe for 
paying kickbacks to obtain 
contracts. 

Securency International 
Pty Ltd. — a company half- 
owned by the Reserve 
Bank of Australia — side¬ 
lined two top executives 
last May and brought in 
KPMG to conduct a probe 
of its operations using 
agents to sell its products 
to foreign governments.

Julie Girard, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Bank of 
Canada, said the bank 
can’t comment on who 
will supply its bills because 
contractual details are still 
being ironed out. 


But she said the bank 
hopes to issue plastic 
notes, which have been 
used in Australia since the 
1980s, in about 18 months. 

They don’t absorb grime 
the way paper notes do 
and they last two to three 
times longer, she said. 

Five- and 10-dollar bills 
currently last one to two 
years; 20s last two to four 
years and $100 bills go for 
seven to nine years.

NHL GMs set to tackle hockey headshots 


nhl The issue of headshots 
in hockey will be put un¬ 
der the microscope when 
the NHL’s 30 general man¬ 
agers gather this week. 

It will be one of the 
many topics discussed dur¬ 
ing the annual GM meet¬ 
ings today to Wednesday 
and seems to be the one 
most likely to result in a 
potential rule change. 

It’s something the GMs 
have grappled with a few 
times already. Former NHL 
Players’ Association execu¬ 
tives Paul Kelly and Glenn 
Healy raised the issue dur¬ 
ing a presentation at these 
meetings a year ago, say¬ 
ing it was the most impor¬ 
tant concern for players. 

However, it didn’t gain 
much traction then or dur¬ 


ing a subsequent meeting 
at the Stanley Cup final in 
June. The nature of the 
conversation changed 
when the group convened 
in November, prompted in 
part by a couple vicious 
hits early in the season — 
notably the one Mike 
Richards put on David 
Booth. 

At that time, the man¬ 
agers began acknowledg¬ 
ing that change might be 
in the air. 

“(The conversation) was 
quite a bit different. Some 
of the guys who have tak¬ 
en a strong position that it 
may take hitting out of the 
game have adjusted their 
views a little bit,” Carolina 
Hurricanes GM Jim Ruther¬ 
ford said then. “If we con-

Ambitious young women 
starting out and rising in 
their fields today are 
determined to succeed, 
but some say they are not 
prepared to sacrifice like 
their moms and the 
boomer generation of 
women before them did. 

“For the past three years, 
I have observed the new 
generation and their fierce 
determination for a bal¬ 
anced life, and a need to 
achieve both personal and 
professional success,” says 
Aurea Crotty, founder of 
Savoir Faire Professionals, a 
development group for 
women in their 20s and 30s. 

Career goals haven’t 
changed, she says, but what 
has changed is their willing¬ 
ness to play by the old 
rules. They’ve seen the sac¬ 
rifices their mothers and

other pioneering women of 
the older generation were 
forced to make at home 
and in their work, and now 
they want to reap the bene¬ 
fits. “They’ve decided they 
want everything the 
boomer generation has 
achieved, without the sacri¬ 
fices,” says Crotty. “They are 
busy finding the career that 
fits the life they want.” 

Consider Karran Finlay, 
34, of Vancouver: 

“I have always been ca¬ 
reer-driven. I love what I do 
and I’ve always worked 
hard. I simply reached a 


point where I wanted to 
work hard on my own 
terms,” says Finlay, 34, who 
formed Karran Finlay Mar¬ 
keting (I<FM), her own 
home-based marketing and 
events agency, after 11 
years of climbing the corpo¬ 
rate ladder in her field. 

She differs from her 
mom, who was forced to 
make choices when extra 
demands at home kept her 
from a career. “I admire the 
sacrifice my mom made, 
(but) I feel grateful there are 
more options today that of¬ 
fer my generation a few 


more choices.” 

After 11 years of hard 
work and gruelling hours in 
several advertising and pub¬ 
lic relations companies, 
Christina Carew, 33, of Hali¬ 
fax, was also ready for a 
change, and she too knew 
she wouldn’t follow her 
mother’s example. “I 
watched my mother work 
in a job she hated for years, 
... I knew that I didn’t ever 
want to feel like I didn’t 
have any options.” 

Last year, she founded Ur¬ 
bane Communications, her 
own public relations com¬ 


pany, and she’s never 
looked back. “In the last 10 
months, I’ve been the hap¬ 
piest (I’ve ever been). I don’t 
do it because I have to, I do 
it because I want to.”

Health on a grand scale

G rowing up the 
eldest of five 
gave Dr. Arlene 
King early expe¬ 
rience caring for 
others, even when it wasn’t 
easy. “You get to be pretty 
tough when you have three 
younger brothers.” 

She started out studying 
nursing, but wanted more 
of a challenge. She 
switched to general sci¬ 
ence and then did a med¬ 
ical degree at McMaster 
University. 

Then King, who’s now 
54, studied family medi¬ 
cine at the University of 
Calgary and worked as a 
family physician in the 
small northern Alberta 
town of Fairview. “I did 
about 25 years of medical 
practice in five years,” says 
King. In her large catch¬ 
ment, she dealt with eveiy- 
thing from childbirth to 
heart disease to farm in¬ 
juries. 

She noticed just how 
many accidents and ill¬ 
nesses among her patients 
could be prevented — and 
she wanted to be part of 
that. “I felt I needed to do 
training in public health.” 
So she did a masters in 


health sciences with a spe¬ 
cialty in public health 
from the University of 
British Columbia. The de¬ 
gree taught her how to 
look at health not just 
from an individual per¬ 
spective, but based on a 
larger population. 

After graduation, she 
worked as associate med¬ 
ical officer of health for 
Burnaby, B.C. She did a few 
other jobs in B.C., includ¬ 
ing working for the 
province’s Centre for Dis¬ 
ease Control before she 
landed in Ottawa working 
for Health Canada on in¬ 


fectious diseases. She acted 
as the technical lead for 
the agency during the 
SARS outbreak. 

Last fall, after ten years 
in Ottawa, she was named 
chief medical officer for 
Ontario. 

The job started out with 
a bang: That’s when H1N1 
came along. She’s been 
kept so busy with the flu 
strain that she’s still being 
briefed on some aspects of 
her job. 

Primarily, her job entails 
keeping Ontarians in¬ 
formed about current pub¬ 
lic health issues. So far, 



that’s meant speaking a lot 
about H1N1 to the media, 
other medical professionals 
and regular people in the 
province. She aids in com¬ 
munications between the 
Ontario Ministiy of Health 
and the new Ontario 
Agency for Health Protec¬ 
tion and Promotion. She 
spends a lot of time talking 
with other chief medical of¬ 
ficers — cities, provinces 
and Canada itself all have 
one — so that means lots of 
conference calls and face- 
to-face meetings. 

King’s days start out 
with reading up on public 
health in the news. She al¬ 
so reads a lot of medical 
journals, particularly to 
find out the latest in infec¬ 
tious diseases.

Sandra Bullock warmed 
up for the Academy 
Awards with a stop at the 
Razzies to collect a 
dubious honour: A worst- 
actress prize for her 
romantic comedy flop All 
About Steve. 

Bullock swung by the 
Razzies on the eve of her 
expected triumph at Sun¬ 
day’s Oscars, where she is 
considered the favourite to 
win best actress for The 
Blind Side. If she wins Sun¬ 
day, Bullock will be the 
first person to win an Os¬ 
car and a Razzie over the 
same weekend. 

“I think this is an ex¬ 
traordinary award,” said 
Bullock, who had prom¬ 
ised throughout awards 
season that if she won the 
Razzie, she would accept it 
in person. 

“And I didn’t realize 
that, in Hollywood, all you 
had to do was say you’d 
show up, and then you’d 
get the award. If I’d known 
that, I would have said I 
was appearing at the Os¬ 
cars a long time ago.” 

Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen was picked as 
last year’s worst picture 
and won two other Razz¬ 


ies, worst director for 
Michael Bay and worst 
screenplay for Ehren 
Kruger, Roberto Orci and 
Alex Kurtzman.

As she took the stage, 
Bullock pulled a little red 
wagon filled with DVDs of 
All About Steve, saying she 
was giving a copy to every¬ 
one in the audience of 
about 300. 

Bullock implied that 
many Razzie voters had 
not actually seen the 
movie but cast ballots for 
her hoping to get her to 
show up at the awards.

Will Ferrell’s action 
comedy flop Land of the 
Lost had come in tied with 
Transformers for the Razz¬ 
ies lead with seven nomi¬ 
nations, but it was nearly 
shut out in every category. 

Once ballots had been 
counted from the roughly 
650 Razzies voters, Land of 
the Lost was tied for the 
group’s worst remake, rip- 
off or sequel prize. Razzies

of the Lost. 

“It really did stink and I 
thought, well, it ought to 
get something, because it 
is a very bad movie,” Wil¬ 
son said.

Aaron Douglas* face may 
be splashed all over 
subway stations and bus 
stops these days, but it 
hasn't changed who he is 
in the minds of fans. 

Douglas - who is current¬ 
ly starring in the new CTV 
cop series The Bridge - says 
he still gets recognized for 
that other role - as Galen 
Tyrol on Battlestar Galacti- 
ca. 

“It’s funny because I’ll be 
in the street and here’s my 
face everywhere (for The 
Bridge) but people still 
come up and want to talk 
about Battlestar Galactica.” 

That wasn’t always so. 
When Battlestar premiered 
in 2003, it didn’t exactly 
earn immediate respect. 

“It was scoffed at by crit¬ 
ics when it came out. But 
viewers loved it. Now I feel 
it’s transformed a little how 
people look at science fic¬ 
tion,” says Douglas. 

The Bridge is sure to help 
change people’s image of 
the actor. In the series, he 


plays Frank Leo, a tough-as- 
nails beat cop who is driven 
by his own anger with the 
system to become the head 
of the police union. 

That act puts him right 
between the police brass 
and the cops he works 
with. It’s a balancing act 
that Leo must negotiate on 
a daily basis. 

“It’s not a pro-cop show, 
which I think maybe peo¬ 
ple might expect. But it’s a 
pretty factual, truthful 
one,” says The Bridge cre¬ 
ator Craig Bromell, a for¬ 


mer Toronto police union 
head, who serves as execu¬ 
tive producer on the series. 

“I think he (Douglas) real¬ 
ly nailed the part. He got 
it.” 

Still, being realistic can 
get pretty dark at times.

“I showed it to a couple 
of cop friends and they 
liked it, though they 
wished there were less bad 
cops,” says Douglas.

Chinese Shrimp 
and Bean Sprouts 

INGREDIENTS: 

200 g egg noodles 

2 tsp toasted sesame oil 

3 tbsp canola oil 

small bunch of scallions, 
chopped 

2 large garlic cloves, 
crushed 

1 fresh green chili pepper, 
halved, seeded and sliced 
250 g package stir-fry veg¬ 
etables 

11/4 cups chicken stock 
150 g button mushrooms, 
sliced 

150 g fresh bean sprouts 

2 tbsp soy sauce 

300 g cooked, peeled jum¬ 
bo shrimp 

3 eggs, beaten 

METHOD: 

1. Soak or cook noodles ac¬ 
cording to package 
instructions. Drain, then 
toss with sesame oil and 
set aside. 

2. Heat wok or large pot 


with 4 tsp vegetable oil 
and stir-fry scallions, gar¬ 
lic, chili pepper and pack¬ 
aged vegetables 3 minutes. 
Stir in stock and boil. Add 
mushrooms and bean 
sprouts. Cook 2-3 minutes. 

3. Stir in soy sauce; add 
shrimp and cook 1-2 min¬ 
utes if fresh, 3 minutes if 
frozen. Toss in noodles 
and reheat thoroughly. 

4. Heat remaining oil in 
small pan. Season eggs 
and pour into pan. Fry, 
gently stirring to scramble 
eggs slightly, until lightly 
set into large, soft curds. 
Mix into noodles and 
serve immediately.
